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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that WebMethods does not 
teach "wherein the tracking coordinator limits the generation of tracking objects for a particular carrier so as to generate no more 
frequently than a predetermined number of tracking objects per predetermined time interval" is not persuasive. To further clarify, the 
examiner pionts out that the claimed feature discribes in one interpretation the scheduling of objects sent to a carrier. This would be 
consistent with the applicant's disclosure on page 5, which teaches controlling the frequency of the generation of objects sent to a 
particular carrier. For clarification, the examiner directs the applicant's attention to pages 5,9 and 12 (<VARIABLE>) where Webmethods 
teaches "both on demand and scheduled extraction of targeted Web data". 
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
